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Acoording a CCP radio broadcast on 23 March 19 L 9 , the 00 c etui plenary 
session of the Central Executive Cqpalttee of the Serenth CCP Congress vas 
held near Shlb-chla-eh'^ajfe*'. The session lasted 6 days, with 3 L committee mas- 
hers and 19 alternate members attending. Twenty regular ocsetlttee and alter- 
nate member s were absent • 

There was unanimous approval of the plan to hold a new politioal conaulta- 
tire coherence for eventually setting up a democratic coalition government. 

The political consultative conference would include the CCP, various democratic 
parties, groups, and personalities. It would not inolude reactionary elements. 
Mao Tsfc-tung's 1 January 19^9 statement listing the eight conditions for surren- 
der vas approved os a basis for peace talks with the S&n-chlng DC reactionary 
government, other regional DC governments, and military groups. 

Discussions were held' on the CCP*s shift fjpom rural to urban activities. 
There must be the closest 1 * cooperation between the farmer and the worker and be- 
tween industry and agriculture. Tho Ifcrty must now 7ta& the urban people to 
victory ^nd must strive to bring together the worker and farmer 0 lasses. The 
intelligent ala and the small property owners must be brought into the Party. 

It was realized that the key to the control and reconstruction of cities 
lies in restoring conditions to normal and expanding industrial production. 

All other activities such as Party organisation, setting up of g ov erm ent agen- 
cies, labor unions,: and publio order and cultural nr^nlsatlans must be trab- 
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
